The study recommended signal, pedestrian and traffic 

improvements along Cooper Street.  Based upon this study, NJDOT prepared a follow-up traffic operational study in February 2010 that made 

specific recommendations of signal and traffic improvements to increase pedestrian and vehicular safety and reduce congestion.
